Neighborhood Watch Member Attacked 


A 35-year-old Romulus woman is 
frightened but fine after being attacked 
on the 15700 block of Isabelle at about 
4:50 a.m. on Sunday, October 31. The 
victim, whose name has not been re- 
leased by the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment, is a newspaper carrier who was 
-out making deliveries when the incident 
occurred. 

According to Detective Lieutenant 
John Leacher, the woman said she was 
preparing her newspapers when she 
was approached by the suspect. After 
requesting (and receiving) a paper, the 
suspect asked the woman If she was a 
member of the area's newly formed 
neighborhood association (Known as 
the Green Meadows Neighborhood 
Association). When she confirmed that 
she was, the suspect told her that she 
hadreportedsome ofhis "homies," then 
produced an unknown instrument and 
slashed at the victim's face and stom- 
ach, scratching both, and leaving afive- 
to six-inch abrasion on the left side of 
her face as well as a small abrasion on 
her stomach near her left hip. The sus- 
pect then fled. 

On November 3, undercover police 
officers, Operating on information re- 
ceived by the detective sergeant in 
charge of the case, identified and arrest- 
ed the suspect, a 15-year-old Romulus 


resident. The boy, whose name has 
been withheld by police due to his juve- 
nile status, was transported to an area 
youth home, where he was arraigned 
the following morning by juvenile ref- 
eree Perkins. 

The suspect's family posted an un- 
Known bond, andhe was released pend- 
inga December 2 juvenile hearing (trial) 
at the Juvenile Court located at 1025 
East Forrest in Detroit. 

Armed Robbery 

The Romulus Police Department is 
asking citizens for information regard- 
ing an armed robbery that took place in 
the 15000 block of Colbert at about 2:30 
a.m. on Wednesday, November 10. 

Two suspects — described as black 
males (one about 6'0" and 150 Ibs.) 
wearing dark clothing and armed with 
semiautomatic pistols — forced entry 
into an apartment by kicking in the front 
door. They bound the inhabitants, a 53- 
year-old woman and her 18-year-old 
son, then beat and pistol-whipped them. 
The victims' injuries were not serious, 
and no medical attention was needed. 

ltems reported stolen include an 
unknown sum of money, cell phones, 
and a 1995 green Ford Explorer with a 
license plate of ZPG-850.

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Two RHS Athletes Sign National Letters of Intent 


Romulus High School seniors Ash- 
ley Sibby and Jerret Smith have signed 
national letters of intent to accept full 
basketball scholarships to Tennessee 
State University and the University of 
Michigan, respectively. The letters were 
signed during a small ceremony held in 
the school's media center on Wednes- 
day, November 10. 

"| am very proud of Ashley's schol- 
arship award," said Rhonda Henry, head 
coach for the Lady Eagles. "Her full ride 
will include tuition, room and board, 
books, and fees for her four years at 
Tennessee State." 

Sibby was instrumental to the suc- 
cess of the Lady Eagles, who finished 
their regular season with a 12—0 record 
in the Mega League's White Division, 
and were 21-2 overall. Theironly losses 
came against Mega Red co-champion 
Monroe and state-ranked St. Martin de 
Porres. The team played Garden City in 
the district tournament on November 16 
(results unavailable at press time); the 
winner of that match moved on to play 
Belleville on November 18. 

Henry expects that several more 
athletes from her Mega White champi- 
onship team will sign letters of intent 
with various schools this spring. 

Eagles head coach Nate Oats had 
plenty of praise for Smith, who will rejoin 
his former RHS teammate, Ron Cole- 
man, at Michigan this fall. 

"Jerret will be a four-year starter at 
the varsity level,” he predicted. "His 
point-guard skills have continued to 
improve, and | expect an outstanding 
season from him again this year.” 

According to Oats, the Eagles have 
logged second-place finishes in the 
tough Mega Red Division in each of the 
past two seasons. 

Joining Sibby and Smith for the 
letter-signing ceremonies were family 
members, teammates, and Romulus 
Community Schools officials, including 
coaches Henry and Oats, athletic direc- 
tor Mark Woodson, RHS principal Dan 
Hurst, andassistant principals Don Foley 
and Doug Hoffman.
